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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of tine following informalities. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

a. Regarding page 6, line 3, reference numeral 1 1 is not in Figure 2. 

b. Also regarding page 6, lines 2-3, it is not accurate to recite housing 1 0 
supporting axis 1 1 (how can a housing support an imaginary axis?). 

c. Reference numeral 1 9 (page 7, line 4 and the remainder of the 
specification) is not on the drawings. 
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Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal phraseology such as 
"said" and "means" should not be used. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5-1 0 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another independent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 5-10 have not been further treated on 
the merits. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, line 4 there is no clear antecedent basis for "the part (12a) of said 
ribbon (12) being wound about said axis". 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bauer 
US005531479A. 

Bauer discloses a restraint device 50 for a seat belt 26 comprising housing 60 
guiding the seat belt and accommodating energy absorbing element 101, 130, 132 
adapted to cooperate with the seat belt to absorb energy when a predetermined 
retardation occurs (column 6, lines 23-35). The device comprises means 115, 104 for 
attaching the energy absorbing element to the seat belt when the condition is fulfilled. 
As seen in Figure 7, the element is attached in a lamellar manner to the seat belt along 
a predetermined length thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 4/2 or 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejeGtion(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Suyama US006213510B1 was cited by applicant. Smithson et al 
US006299092B1 and Lane Jr. US005358276A show energy absorbers.
